Beet Top Silage 
Colorado Ex periment Station reports that clean green sugar beet tops 
make ex cellent silage—but that dirty tops should be cured in the field and 
fed dry . Each ton of beet roots produces an av erage of one-fifth of a ton 
of dry tops. In finishing steers the tops should not be fed for more than 
about four months—and scouring can be offset by feeding about 1/10 lh 
of powdered limestone per day to each steer. 


Brotne Grass for Seed 
In 19 32 R. J . Egger of Lancaster County , Nebraska, planted 35 acres 
to a pasture mix ture of smooth brome, red *op, orchard grass, blue grass, 
sweet clov er and alsike. Three y ears from that spring ev ery thing was 
gone but the brome grass—which cov ered the field. When dry weather 
ruined pastures all ov er the state his brome did so well that he netted 
about $7 0 per acre from brome grass seed at 12 cents to 14 cents per 
pound. 
Turkey s or Hens? 
Illinois farm records show that 100 hens will consume the following 
in a y ean 64 bushels of corn—56 bushels of oats—32 bushels of wheat 
and 8 00 pounds of protein concentrates. Roughly speaking, the same sur­ 
v ey showed that it required about half as much feed to raise a turkey to 
Thanksgiv ing Day as it did to keep a lay ing hen for a y ear. How many 
eggs at y our av erage prices would a hen hav e to lay to break ev en with 
the turkey s? 
Sudan in die Orchard 
A number of apple growers in Montcalm County in central Michigan 
hav e decided that late-planted sudan grass is the ideal cov er crop. This 
crop not only produces a v ery large tonnage of organic matter, but the 
tall stiff stems catch and hold the snow. Late seeding takes the grass out 
of competition for soil moisture early in the season—and, by drawing 
heav ily on soil moisture in the fall, the sudan grass induces the trees to 
cure off early for winter. 
Tex as Sweet Potato Ex periments 
Tests at the Sweet Potato Laboratory at Gilmer, Tex as, showed that 
the common farm practice of using small, cull potatoes for seed results in 
smaller y ields and a rapid decline in the quality of the crop. Of eight 
v arieties tested, the commonly -grown Porto Rico v ariety came m eighth 
in y ield of U. S. No. 1 potatoes. Triumph led all others, with a total y ield 
of 248 bushels. 400 lbs. of 4-12-4 fertilizer per acre gav e the largest av er­ 
age y ield for all v arieties. 
Valuable New Red Currant 
Minnesota Ex periment Station gets the credit for producing the new 
« Red Lake” red currant—and New York Ex periment Station reports that 
Red Lake is the first worthwhile new red eurrant to be offered to fruit 
growers in thirty -two y ears. The long, well-filled clusters of large berries 
are fully equal to Perfection and the bushes are much superior to Per­ 
fection bushes. The fruit color is light glossy red—the skin is tough—the 
flav or is pleasantly acid—and the quality is ex cellent. The new v ariety is 
strongly recommended for both commercial and home planting. 


Feed Protein After Frost Comes 
Some time ago the Ohio Ex periment Station tried out the v alue of 
protein concentrate for beef calv es on good bluegrass p a s tu r e . They fed 
half of the calv es a pound of supplement per day —and from the middle 
of May until the middle of September the protein calv es made little or no 
more gain than the no-protein calv es. But as soon as killing frosts oc­ 
curred in September the protein calv es started to gain about % lb. more 
per day —indicating that frost reduced the feed v alue of the pasture ma­ 
terially . Legume pasture, in particular, has lowered feeding v alue after 
frost. 
Controlling Range Paraly sis 
Here are Cornell Univ ersity ’s recommendations for controlling range 
paraly sis in y our poultry flock: (1) If the disease has nev er appeared on 
y our farm, take the greatest care not to introduce it through buy ing 
hatching eggs or chicks or fowls from infected sources; (2) Whenev er 
a case appears remov e it at once, ev en if this means daily culling of the 
pullet flock; (3) Keep the chicks and growing stock absolutely free from 
coccidiosis and worms; (4) If y our soil is infested with paraly sis, make 
ev ery effort to hav e y our chicks come from a paraly sis-free source; (5) 
If y our farm is infected, hav e y our pullets raised for y ou on a paraly sis- 
free farm. If this cannot be arranged, raise y our pullets on clean ground 
and entirely out of contact with y our mature stock.

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SHAPING JAPAN’S POLICY 
A good deal of secrecy is thrown arou nd the 
flv e-Minister conference in which Japan’s for­ 
eign policy is being definitely formu lated by the 
Haniru ma gov ernment, still only a few months 
old. A free hand in East Asia withou t danger of 
inv olv ement in strictly Eu ropean problems is re­ 
garded as the backbone of that policy , which, 
howev er, still lacks specific statement. 
Eight y ears ago, whatev er Japanese states­ 
manship had in mind, the world did not con­ 
template the u ndeclared war u pon China. Mu ch 
less cou ld it hav e anticipated that the day wou ld 
come so soon when the f-Japanese wou ld be 
strategically in position to slam China’s open 
door in the face of the Occidental powers. And 
they wou ld not hav e been bu t for a swift series 
of ev ents inclu ding Mu ssolini’s conq u est of Ethi­ 
opia, Hitler’s reoccu pation of the Rhineland, 
the su rrender of the democracies at Mu nich and 
Germany ’s su bseq u ent bloodless territorial ex ­ 
pansion. 
Japan, natu rally enou gh, needed no second 
inv itation to join the anti-Comintern pact. With 
her it was not a q u estion of gov ernmental ideol­ 
ogies, bu t of a powerfu l, and she feels threat­ 
ening, neighbor in Sov iet Ru ssia. The Rome- 
Berlin-Toky o ax is is a geometrical misnomer. 
Ju st as no one straight line can be made to pass 
throu gh these three points, so the ambitions of 
the three nations v ary . 
What binds Rome to Berlin, for ex ample, is 
v astly different from the commu nity of interest 
between Berlin and Toky o. That ju stifies cred­ 
ence of ru mors that, thou gh the Japanese are 
keen u pon strengthening the anti-Comintern 
pact, they are not at all strongly inclined to a 
military alliance which, in the ev ent of a 
Eu ropean war, might find them pitted against 
the British in the Orient. The v astness of Japan­ 
ese engagements in China, and their cost, wou ld 
seem to operate against taking on obligations in 
connection with policy decisions in Eu rope that 
Japan cannot control or ev en hinder.

Secretary of War Woodring has annou nced

phy sically defectiv e. In addition, the War De­ 
partment will u rge the gov ernors of the states 
to apply the same phy sical tests to the National 
Gu ard organizations which are u nder their com* 
mand. 
In taking these stern measu res, the War De­ 
partment has wisely acted u pon the lessons 
learned in 1917, when officers who were ov er­ 
age and who lacked essential q u alifications were 
fou nd in important places of responsibility . 
This was particu larly tru e of the National 
Gu ard, whose officer personnel was necessarily 
su bjected to a ru thless weeding-ou t process 
which occu pied time and interfered seriou sly 
with the ex peditiou s dev elopment of effectiv e 
organization. While National Gu ard standards 
now are somewhat higher than they were at that 
time, the req u irements of activ e serv ice wou ld 
make necessary a fu rther strengthening of gu ard 
u nits.

SIMILARITY OF EARLY 


CIVILIZATIONS. 


W2 have seen that the four 
great primary civilizations were 
quite similar in most particulars. 
Each of them started close to 
some great river, three of the 
four also being close to the sea. 
Each of them built permanent 
buildings and cities—and each of 
them engaged in agriculture. 
Two of these civilizations—the 
Sumerian and the Egyptian—de­ 
veloped a form of writing at an 
early period. 
Each 
civilization 
produced 
kings who were absolute rulers— 
and frequently priests as well. 
Each invented some kind of re­ 
ligion, with priests to tell the 
people what chev must believe 
and what they must eat and 
what sacrifices and taxes they 
must pay to the god of that re­ 
ligion. 
Each people was more or less 
constantly engaged in warfare— 
with the killing of men and wo­ 
men and children because they 
belonged to some other tribe or 
locality or religious faith or spoke 
some outlandish tongue. 
Each 
developed the system of human 
slavery and the slavery of wo­ 
man to man, probably inheriting 
both ideas from far earlier days. 
Each developed the idea of taxes 
that the common man must pay 
to the priest or the king—usually 
to both—and each developed the 
idea that the land belonged to 
the ruler or to the temple, in­ 
stead of to the people who work­ 
ed it. 
None of these early civiliza­ 
tions were developed by the 
white man—the haughty Cau­ 
casian. 
The Mongols of China 
were of the yellow race. The 
Dravidians of India were almost 
black, but not negroes, and their 
civilization was probably under 
way before their Aryan conquer­ 
ors arrived. The Egyptians were 
nearly as dark as the Dravidians. 
And none of the races that 
mingled in the Sumerian country 
(we call it Mesopotamia now) 
were Caucasians. 
Long after these dark folk 
were building temples and rais­ 
ing huge trained armies, the 
white men of the world were 
wearing raw skins in winter, pro­ 
bably going naked in summer, 
and killing their enemies with 
stone-headed clubs.

come to the beginning of history 
for the white man. About fifty 
miles south and east from the 
lower tip of Greece, out in the 
Mediterranean Sea, lies the is­ 
land of Crete. And on this tiny 
ea-protected island, historians 
tell us that the white man first 
began to develop civilized ideas. 
Re’.ics found on that island in­ 
dicate that it was inhab.ted sev­ 
eral 
thousand 
years 
before 
Christ. 
We do not know who 
these Cretans were—where they 
came from—or how they man­ 
aged to cross such a wide stretch 
of sea at a time when sea-going 
vessels were probably unknown. 
One theory is that they were the 
survivors of a race of people who 
dwelt in the lands that are now 
at the bottom of the Mediterran­ 
ean—and that they fled to he 
high land when the Atlantic 
Ocean poured through the gap 
at the Straits of Gibraltar and 
flooded this lost valley. 
Of all the early peoples they 
were most fortunate, because 
their island was surrounded by 
leagues of water and their en­ 
emies were unable to reach them 
in force. Hence for thousands of 
years they dwelt in security. 
The Cretans were the first of 
all the nations to take to the sea. 
They built ships that were pro­ 
pelled by both sails and oars. As 
early as 2500 B. C. they were in 
command of the sea—trading 
warily with the strong nations 
and plundering the weak, after 
the 
accepted fashion of 
the 
times. 
They even 
established 
trading colonic's in Cyprus and 
Greece and Sicily and Italy. 
And then their sins overtook 
them. 
Some unknown people, 
possibly the barbarian Greeks 
from the mainland, captured the 
island of Crete and sacked and 
burned its capital city of Cnossos 
about 1400 B. C. And some four 
hundred years later, about 1000 
B. C., another unknown people 
captured the island again, burnr 
ed the great palace, and either 
killed or carried off the few re­ 
maining inhabitants. Thus end­ 
ed the Cretan nation. And you? 
Grandfather No. 119 was living 
at the time when the Cretans 
fought and lost, their last bat­ 
tle. If he was a Greek he may 
easily have taken a pleasant part 
in the sack of the greatest palace 
of those days.

the coast of Africa and as far 
north as England, where they 
traded for tin with the savage 
islanders. 
The early Phoenicians were 
not warlike and they were com­ 
paratively 
weak 
in 
numbers. 
Their towns and trad.ng posts 
were so widely scattered that one 
could hardly call them a nation. 
But they were the progenitors of 
one of the powerful nations, be­ 
cause they founded the city of 
Carthage—the most bitter en­ 
emy of early Rome. 
Caithage was first founded as 
a small colony of the then great 
Phoenician city of Tyre, some 
time before 80 OB. C. But Tyre 
the Magnificent had the misfor­ 
tune to be located on the eastern 
shore of the sea, within easy 
reach of powerful enemies, and 
it was besieged by a great army 
of Chaldeans under Nebuchad­ 
nezzar. Then the Phoenicians 
transferred their seat of opera­ 
tions to Carthage, which even­ 
tually reached the tremendous 
population of over a million in­ 
habitants. 
For more than six hundred 
years 
Carthage 
claimed 
the 
western Mediterranean for her 
own. She carried the commerce 
and did the trading. She seized 
every foreign ship that she could 
catch in waters west of the is­ 
land of Sardinia. Only fortified 
towns were safe from her pirate 
ships. She fought the Greeks for 
the Island of Sicily. She mined 
copper in Spain. She fought 
three 
savage wars with 
the 
Roman Republic. And finally the 
Romans captured Carthage, in 
146 B. C., burned it to the 
ground, and plowed it under. 
Your Grandfather No. 110 was 
living at the time when Carthage 
was founded. And your Grand­ 
father No. 83 could easily have 
helped to plow it under—because 
in that Roman army were sol­ 
diers and slaves from a multi­ 
tude of European tribes.
